B. D. Saklatwalla 
Joseph W. Richards Memorial Lecturer 
Thursday, October 14, 1943 
4 to 5 P.M., Main Ball Room 


The Joseph W. Richards Memorial 
Lectureship was established in 1930 in 
honor of Dr. Richards by a group of his 
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friends and admirers. Dr. Richards was 
one of the founders of the Electrochemi- 
cal Society, its first President and its 
Secretary from 1904 to 1921. Among 
distinguished scientists who have lec- 
tured are John A. Mathews, R. S. Hut- 
ton, W. S. Landis, Karl K. Darrow, C. 
H. Herty, Bradley Stoughton and Vlad- 
imir K. Zworykin. The eighth Joseph 
W. Richards Lecturer is Dr. Beram D. 
Saklatwalla, whose talk will cover 
“Thermal Reactions in Ferro-Alloy 
Metallurgy, the Basis of Alloy Steel De- 
velopment.” 

Dr. Saklatwalla was born in Bombay, 
India, in 1881. In 1906 the British Iron 
and Steel Institute of London awarded 
him the Andrew Carnegie Scholarship. 
He received his Doctor's Degree in En- 
gineering in 1908 at Charlottenburg. 
In 1924 he was honored by the Society 
of Chemical Industry by the award of 
the Grasselli Medal. The American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence elected him a Fellow in 1933. 

Dr. Saklatwalla began his industrial 
career in the United States in 1909 with 
the American Vanadium Company of 
Pittsburgh and acted as Senior Vice

President of the Vanadium Corpora- 
tion of America from 1919 to 1935. 
Besides his activity in the field of vanad- 
ium and ferro-alloys, Dr. Saklatwalla 
has devoted his attention to the devel- 
opment of high-strength corrosion-resis- 
tant steels.

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THE ELECTROCHEMISTS’ CONTRI- 
BUTIONS TO THE WAR EFFORT 


No professional group of Americans 
has contributed as freely and as signifi- 
cantly towards the War Effort as the 
Electrochemists. This is the theme 
throughout the Convention of the Elec- 
trochemical Society at New York. 


The Friday afternoon session will be 
devoted to the new electro-tinplate 
which saves over half the tin consumed 
by the old hot dip method. This repre- 
sents the largest conservation in the 
consumption of the very strategic metal 
tin. 


Electro-tinplate is far superior to hot 
dip tinplate. Weight for weight the elec- 
trochemical tinplate has very few pin- 
holes and in general is superior in quali- 
ty to the former hot dip plate. The old 
process of dipping individual steel 
sheets into a bath of liquid tin has 
passed into the discard and will prob- 


ably never return. 
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This tinplating of strip steel is lead- 
ing the way to a radical departure in 
electroplating. Hereafter all the plating 
will be done before fabricating as 
against first fabricating and then plating 
as has been the custom for many gener- 
ations. Furthermore, the control of the 
plating industry is passing out of the 
hands of the automotive industry into 
the hands of the steel producers. 


Another equally important contribu- 
tion of the electrochemist to the War 
Effort is the discovery and development 
of indium plating. All aircraft engine 
bearings are indium plated resulting in 
an engine performance far superior to 
that with any bearing used in the past. 
This topic will be discussed on Thursday 
morning of the Convention. 


Of very special interest also will be 
the session on “Reactions in the Electric 
Discharge” scheduled for Thursday af- 
ternoon. Reactions can be carried out 
in the electric discharge with compara- 
tive ease. Starting with the same reac- 
tants but varying the proportions and/ 
or the current we can control the con- 
centration or proportion of one or the

other product with relative ease. This 
applies particularly to the organic 
chemical field. Starting out with rela- 
tively low cost organic gases or liquids 
these can be readily converted into 
products of high commercial value. Re- 
action chambers used today vary in size 
from less than a cubic foot in capacity 
to more than 100 cubic feet. Details of 
the epoch-making discoveries are with- 
held for the present. 


No piece of armament, no battleship, 
no tank, no jeep, no bomber, no plane 
is possible today without the alloys 
made by the Electrochemist in his elec- 
tric furnace. Without the electric fur- 
nace these special alloys and special 
steels would be impossible. Dr. B. D. 
Saklatwalla, a foremost expert in this 
field will report at length on Thursday 
afternoon. 


Other contributions of the Electro- 
chemist to the War Effort include the 
recovery of iron from waste solutions 
and conversion of the iron metal pow- 
der produced in essential machine parts. 
This will be discussed Friday afternoon. 
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Next is the recovery of the very stra- 
tegic metal tungsten from tungsten ores 
heretofore rejected because the grade 
was too low or the type too complex. 
Discussion of this topic is scheduled for 
Thursday morning. Electrochemists are 
today producing valuable war steels 
from tungsten ores previously consid- 
ered relatively worthless. 


Finally, the all-embracing topic of 
Corrosion of various metals used in the 
War Plants will be reported upon by 
experts on Thursday morning of the 
Convention.
